Retail price ceilings go into ef­ 
fect on beef today -- but don’t 
count on general price-slashing at 
your butcher shop. 
Some of the new beef prices 
will be higher, some lower, some 
unchanged. 


Many stores have found 
the 
new government ceilings permit 
advances on several items from 
prices 
they 
were charging last 
week. Where competitive condi­ 
tions permit, most of these retail­ 
ers are expected to take advantage 
of this. They say they’re entitled 
to a little relief after being squeez­ 
ed in recent weeks as costs went 
up while their own selling prices 
were frozen. 
A spokesman for a leading sup­ 
ermarket chain in the east said 
the ceiling prices in general al­

WASHINGTON, May 14—CP)— 
World War One and Two veter­ 
ans, under a num ber of laws pass­ 
ed by Congress, got or 
can get 
various benefits from the govern- 
m cnt--because they’re w ar vet­ 
erans. 
But the veterans of the Kor­ 
ean fighting 
are not 
considered 
war veterans simply because Con­ 
gress never has officially declared 
the Korean fighting a war. 
So, since they’re not in a “war,” 
the Korean veterans can’t get all 
the benefits available for w ar vet­ 
erans, although they do get a few 
under special 
laws passed 
for 
them by Congress. 
But there are wide gaps be­ 
tween the 
benefits for 
Korean 
veterans and those opened to war 
veterans. This was illsutrated this 
week by the laws covering treat­ 
ments at Veterans Administration 
(VA) hospitals. 
A war veteran, suffering 
from 
an illness connected with his war 
service, can get treatm ent at a VA 
hospital anytime. So can a Ko­ 
rean veteran. 
But a war veteran, with an ill­ 
ness not connected with his ser­ 
vice, can get VA treatm ent while a 
Korean veteran, w ith a nonser­ 
vice-connected disability, can’t. 
On Wednesday a Korean vet­ 
eran with a throat ailm ent--evi- 
dently not connected with Korean 
service-sought treatm ent at a VA 
hospital in Tucson, Ari/.. Because 
the law didn’t cover him, he was 
turned down and w ent to a county 
hospital. 
This story was carried in yester­ 
day’s papers here and at his news 
conference 
yesterday 
morning 
President Trum an said Congress 
should pass a law plugging this 
kind of gap. Immediately he ask­ 
ed Congress to do so. 
And, for a change, Congress act­ 
ed fast. Before Thursday was over 
both Houses passed a bill which 
said: 
1. Korean veterans 
with non- 
service connected disability could 
get VA treatm ent. 
2. Next of kin of Korean veter­ 
ans who died of non-service-con- 
nected ailments were entitled to 
$150 for burial expenses. (Until | 
yesterday this benefit went only : 
to next of kin of w ar veterans), j 
The Korean fighting started last 
June. Since then a num ber of bills 
have been introduced in Congress j 
to bridge the gap 
between 
the I 
benefits for the two kinds of vet­ 
erans. 
Except for a few which Congress , 
passed into law for the 
special i 
benefit of Korean 
veterans, the 
rest have been kicking around in | 
the capitol. 
Briefly, this is w hat Korean vet- 
erans get: 
(I) Occupational training if dis­ 
abled in service, but none other­ 
wise; (2) full compensation 
for

1. A war veteran who, after his 
discharge, becomes completely dis­ 
abled although not from any cause 
connected with his m ilitary ser­ 
vice, can get a pension.

2. A war veteran, w hether dis­ 
abled in service or not, can get a 
free education at government ex­ 
pense. A Korean veteran 
can’t,

3. A w ar veteran can get a loan 
from the 
governm ent to 
buy a 
house or start a business. A Ko­ 
rean veteran can’t. 
4. A w ar veteran, who lost one 
or both legs, can get a free auto­ 
mobile from the 
government. A 
Korean veteran can’t. 
5. A war Veteran could get un­ 
employment pay when he got out 
of the service. A Korean veteran 
can’t. 
6. A w ar veteran got social se­ 
curity credit for his time in ser­ 
vice. A Korean veteran doesn’t. 


from every section of the United 
States at the meeting, however. 
They will be attending the an­ 
nual meetings of the Ohio Tuber­ 
culosis and Health Association, the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
and the medical sections of those 
organizations. 
Fifty 
years 
ago 
Dr. 
Charles 
Probst, then secretary of the Ohio 
State Board 
of Health, 
recom ­ 
mended the formation of a volun­ 
tary health organization to aid in 
the fight against tuberculosis. 
At the time of his suggestion in 
April of 1901, over 7,000 people 
were dying each year from tuber­ 
culosis in Ohio. 
There were few 
clinics and only one hospital, with 
a 350-bed capacity. 
In the years since 1901 the Ohio 
Tuberculosis and Health Associ­ 
ation has helped organize a tuber­ 
culosis association in every county 
in Ohio. 
From one hospital of 350 beds 
Ohio now has 25 tuberculosis hos­ 
pitals with 4,775 modern beds for 
active cases of the disease. 
The num ber of deaths have 
been decreased from 7,000 a year 
to just 1,601 in 1950 despite the 
tremendous increase in population 
in Ohio. 
While rapid strides have been 
made in the discovery and treat­ 
m ent of TB cases, much work re­ 
mains. 
There still remains the 
problem 
of 3,232 
patients dis­ 
charged from tuberculosis hospi­ 
tals during 1949 of which 1,077 
left against medical advice.

Outlook for Gas 


Here Confused 


No Cause for Worry 
Officials Declare 


Prospects of getting a new gas 
heating unit in that new house or 
a conversion burner in the furnace 
in the present house are highly 
conjectural - - not to say contro­ 
versial — in Washington C. H„ 
right now. 
With the question of the ade­ 
quacy of the fuel gas supply in 
Ohio now before the Ohio Public 
Utilities Commission, Dayton Pow­ 
er & Light Co. officials here just 
decline to speculate. 
Both A. E. W eatherly, manager 
of the office here, and F. E. Hill, 
a form er m anager here but now 
a district 
executive, 
answered 
nearly all questions about the out­ 
look for gas heating here with “no 
com m ent” and a friendly smile. 
Hill did say, however, that “The 
Dayton Power & Light Co. will 
continue to give the best service 
possible as long as conditions per­ 
m it.” But he did not amplify that 
statem ent. 
More by his attitude than by 
w hat he said, Hill implied that the 
people of Washington C. H. who 
have gas heating units installed 
now have nothing to fear from 
any gas shortage. 
All approvals — and they are 
required before gas heating units 
m ay be installed — 
have been 
held up ever since the 
Public 
Utilities Commission started 
its 
present study of the situation. That 
was a little more than a 
month 
ago. 


No Figures Given Out 


Both Hill and W eatherly said 
that as long as the gas supply 
question 
is before the 
Utilities 
Commission they did not feel free 
even to disclose how many new 
and conversion burners had been 
installed here in the last two or 
three years. 
However, there was no denying 
th at the increase in the use of 
gas for heating has mounted with : 
the increase in the new homes and j 
replacem ent central heating which I 
has been abandoned during th e 1 
last year. 
W eatherly and 
Hill explained 
that the present mains which bring j 
the gas here from the big trans- I 
mission line (which is tapped near I 
Sedalia) should be ample to meet 
needs for some time unless there 
is an unexpected abnormal de­ 
mand. Only last year, they point­ 
ed out. a new 8-inch main was 
laid along the Lewis Pike to re- I 
place the old 5-inch main.

Freeze Is Probable 


Mason declined to say what the 
State Utilities Commission would 
decide about freezing installations 
of new and conversion gas burn­ 
ers. But, the inference was ob­ 
vious: 


A complete freeze probably will 
be ordered. 
Mason returned today from a 
meeting of the Utilities Commis­ 
sions from seven states and the 
District of Columbia in Washing­ 
ton yesterday. 
He said the meeting appointed 
a committee of eight m em bers-- 
one from each state and the dis­ 
trict - - t o study the critical fuel 
gas Situation. 
He said the comm ittee eventu­ 
ally 
would 
make recom m enda­ 
tions and possibly try to apply 
pressure both to the federal Pow­ 
er Commission, and various pipe­ 
line companies to increase

and gas supplies. Mason is chair­ 
man of the committee. 


T w o Projects Faced 


Two projects immediately face 
the committee. No. I is the pro­ 
posed pipeline by Tex.

'Clean up W eek ' 


Cooperation Urged 


A fire 
safety check-up 
for a 
home or store is as important as 
a 
periodic physical examination 
for 
an 
individual, 
Fire 
Chief 
George R. Hall said today 
He is urging home owners, ten­ 
ants. 
businessmen 
and 
factory 
owners to join in the city-wide 
observation of “ Clean-up W eek” , 
which w ill last through next Sat­ 
urday. 
Trouble spots in a home, store 
or factory 
are easy to 
discover 
and some serious fire hazards can 
be corrected 
in a few 
minutes 
time, he said. 
"Those few minutes invested in 
safety can often save a home, store 
or factory from a serious fire lass, 
and also may result in the saving 
of life,” Chief Hall declared. 
The 
fire 
chief 
offered 
local 
home owners and tenants, as well 
as store keepers and factory oper­ 
ators, 
thus eight-point 
program 
for a fire-safety inspection. 
1. “ Clean out the tfhsement and 
get rid of all combustible rubbish 
and trash. 
2. “ Use covered metal cans and 
pails for storage of waste paper, 
rags and 
combustibles, also 
for 
packing materials. 
3. "Store 
inflammable 
liquids 
in metal containers properly la­ 
beled. 
When in bulk it is always 
best 
to 
store 
in 
fire-resistant 
rooms or outside of main build­ 
ings. 
4. 'Get an experienced electric­ 
ian to do your wiring* and have 
him chick your wiring periodical­ 
ly to see that wiring is still in good 
condition. 
5. “ Replace all worn extension 
cords. 
Also 
see that none 
are 
placed under rugs and other floor 
coverings, 
where they 
may be 
walked on and damaged. 
Always 
protect drop or extension cords 
from excessive wear. 
6. "H ave your heating system 
inspected by an experienced re­ 
pairman to see 
that no hazards 
exist in the system and piping, and 
around 
the flue 
opening. 
Also 
have flues and chimneys cleaned 
and inspected. 
7. "W ork 
out a safe 
smoking 
plan with 
all occupants of your 
household, 
factory 
or 
business 
place to prevent 
needless fires. 
Set aside a definite smoking area, 
or specify smoking periods. 
If it 
be a 
business place 
or factory, 
provide safe places to smoke, if 
smoking is to be allowed at all. 
8. "Inspect your store, shop yr 
factory carefully 
before leaving 
for the day. 
Many serious fires 
break out after closing time. 
“ Let us all work toward a real 
honest to goodness spring clean­ 
up in cooperation with our Y B M 
efforts. They are doing a fine job. 
so let 
us all pitch-in 
and show 
them 
that we appreciate 
their 
never tiring efforts to make this 
city a 
better place 
in which to 
live,” Chief Hall declared.
